Top 10 Questions Asked at...

GEO Alle Kiski Pavilion

1. How long does it take for me to be allowed out of the building on passes?
It depends on when you arrive and on which day of the week. Usually intake is completed within 24
hours and you will be permitted to leave on a pass the next business day.

2. Can | have/use tobacco?
The facility is a tobacco free facility.

3. Can | have my cell phone?
Yes, as long as you sign the Department of Corrections cell-phone agreement and abide by it.

4. How close is the bus stop?
The closest bus stop is about a 15-20 minute walk from the facility.

5. Can you help me find a job?
Yes. The center has close relationships with multiple local employers. Residents should have two forms
of identification to help expedite getting a job.

6. Do you have community resources available for assistance?
Yes. The center has local community partners and use the Bureau of Community Corrections service
referrals to assist reentrants.

7. What about food? Do you serve meals at the facility?
Yes. The facility serves breakfast, lunch, and dinner to all residents inside the facility. The facility can
provide bagged meals to those who are working.

8. How much property am | permitted to have? Do you provide me with anything?
You are permitted to have two weeks' worth of clothing. The facility provides bed linens, one towel and
one washcloth. The facility also has hygiene supplies and laundry soap for those who need it.

9. How do | talk to my parole agent while I'm at the facility?
There are two parole agents who work out of the center. One of them will be assigned to you after you
arrive.

10. How are medications handled at the facility?
All medications will be turned in to facility staff to be inventoried. Medications can be taken at specific
times throughout the day.
